Program Designed to Involve High School Students in the Arts 


CLEVELAND (April II, 2003) — Tbe Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) proudly hosts “Art in Bloom,” a free, 
fun filled day of activities for teenagers and their families on Saturday, April 26, from 12 to 4 p.m. 

“Art in Bloom” is presented by the CMA Museum Ambassadors Project, a program designed to educate 
and encourage an ongoing relationship with the arts among high school students. 

“The Museum Ambassadors program has helped students gain an enhanced appreciation and knowledge of 
the arts,” says Thomasine Clark, the Museum’s outreach manager. “The program is part of our continuing outreach 
efforts and provides the students with a firm introduction to community service and career awareness in the art and 
nonprofit world of work.” 

All activities are free and open to the public and take place from 12 to 4 p.m. (with the exception of Chain 
Camera, which begins at noon). Scheduled activities include: 

• Art projects, including fabric painting. 

• Various gallery talks given by Teen Ambassadors, including Mythology in Art, The Color Red, 
Baroque Art, Eight Degrees of Separation and The Rarest Pieces in the Museum’s Collection. 

• Scavenger and treasure hunt, pick up your clues at the registration table in the North Lobby. 

• The Cleveland premiere of Chain Camera, a teen movie in which students were given video cameras 
to film their lives and then passed them on to ten new students, continuing in this manner for a full 
year. Chain Camera begins at noon and seats are limited, arrive early for best available seating. 

• Appearances by the Art Crew, Ambassadors in costume based on works of art from the collection. 

• Performance Art scheduled throughout the day. 

• Soda tasting, come and give your opinion on a variety of sodas. 

The Museum Ambassadors is comprised of teens from Greater Cleveland high schools both public and 
private who are trained by the museum to become ambassadors and volunteers for the arts in their communities. 
Now in its second year, the program features ambassadors from Bedford High School, Cleveland School of the 
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Arts, Glenville High School, Hathaway Brown School, Shaker High School, Shaw High School, Valley Forge 
High School and University School.
